Caracas. 

The following information is received from the Department of 
State, under date of December 31 : 

The Department has received a telegram dated December 30 from 
the American consul at La Guaira, Venezuela, reading as follows: 

X© yellow fever officially reported or personally known to exist at present. 
Report lias been fully conllniied regarding epidemic of smallpox at Caracas. 

Report from Puerto Cabello — General vaccination ordered on ac- 
count of smallpox in Caracas. 

The following information is received from the American consul 
at Puerto Cabello, under date of December 12 : 

Owing to the presence of smallpox in Caracas the president of the 
State of Carababo has issued an order for the vaccination of all per- 
sons in Puerto Cabello.

Yellow fever in Trinidad. 

The following information was received from the American Consul 
at Trinidad, through the Department of State, under date of Jan- 
uary 7 : 

January 6. One death from yelloAv fever.

Total nuinlxjr of deaths, 274, including 3 from enteric 
fever, 1 from measles, 2 from smallpox, 1 from diphtheria, and 67 
from tuberculosis. 

Azores — St. Michaels and St. Maria. — Month of October, 1907. 
Estimated population, 127,566. Total number of deaths, 399, in- 
cluding diphtheria 2, enteric fever 10, scarlet fever 22, and 7 from 
tuberculosis. 

Brazil — Ceara. — Month of October, 1907. Estimated population, 
50,000. Total number of deaths, 82, including 5 from whooping 
cough. 

Month of November, 1907. Total number of deaths, 93, including 
8 from whooping cough. 
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Sao Paulo, Santos, and Gampinas. — Week ended November 17, 
1907. Estimated population, 300,000. Total number of deaths, 218, 
including measles 3, leprosy 1, plague 1, whooping cough 3, and 18 
from tuberculosis. 

Week ended November 24, 1907. Total number of deaths, 222, 
including enteric fever 3, measles 2, whooping cough 4, and 17 from 
tuberculosis. 

France — St. Etienne. — Two weeks ended November 30, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 150,000. Total number of deaths, 122, including 
diphtheria 1, enteric fever 2, measles 2, and 22 from tuberculosis. 

Gibraltar. — Two weeks ended December 22, 1907. Estimated 
population, 27,385. Total number of deaths, 17. 

Great Britain — England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 
76 great towns in England and Wales during the week ended Decem- 
ber 14, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 16.1 per 1,000 popula- 
tion, which is estimated at 16,024,458. 

London. — One thousand four hundred and forty-six deaths were 
registered during the week, including measles 23, scarlet fever 13, 
diphtheria 15, enteric fever 2, whooping cough 18, tuberculosis 173, 
and 10 from diarrhea. The deaths from all causes correspond to an 
annual rate of 15.8 per 1,000. In Greater London 2,011 deaths were 
registered. In the " outer ring '' the deaths included 5 from diph- 
theria, 2 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, and 3 from whooping- 
cough. 

Portsmouth. — Four weeks ended November 16, 1907. Estimated 
population, 208,291. Total number of deaths, 296, including diph- 
theria 9 and whooping cough 2. 

Salford. — Two weeks ended December 7, 1907. Estimated popu- 
lation, 236,670. Total number of deaths, 176, including diphtheria 2, 
measles 7, scarlet fever 1. whooj^ing cough 2, and phthisis pulmo- 
nalis 14. 

Ireland. — The average annual death rate represented by the deaths 
registered during the week ended December 14, 1907, in the 21 prin- 
cipal town districts of Ireland was 22.9 per 1,000 of the population, 
which is estimated at 1,117.547. The lowest rate was recorded in 
Portadown, viz, 5.2, and the highest in Tralee, viz, 42.3 per 1,000. 

Scotland. — The deaths registered in 8 principal towns during the 
week ended December 14, 1907, correspond to an annual rate of 20.0 ' 
per 1,000 of tlie population, which is estimated at 1,812,171. The 
highest rate of mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 25.6, and the 
lowest in Aberdeen, viz, 14.3 per 1,000. The aggregate number of 
deaths registered from all causes was 696, including diphtheria 8. 
enteric fever 2, measles 71, scarlet fever 3, and 24 from whooping 
cough. 

Italy — Genoa. — Month of November, 1907. Estimated population, 
273,011. Total number of deaths, 380, including enteric fever 12. 
diphtheria 2, measles 1, and 53 from tuberculosis. 

Mauritius. — Month of September, 1907. Estimated population. 
375,400. Total number of deaths, 1,245, including plague 25, enteric 
fever 4, diphtheria 1, and 65 from tuberculosis. 

St. Helena. — Four weeks ended December 7, 1907. Estimated 
population, 3,500. Total number of deaths, 4, 

Spain — Barcelona. — Ten days ended December 10, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 600,000. Total number of deaths. 401, including 
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diphtheria 4, enteric fever 11, whooping cough 1, and 24 from 
tuberculosis. 

West Indies — Curagao. — ^Two weeks ended December 20, 1907. 
Estimated population, 31,600. Total number of deaths, 19. No 
deaths from contagious diseases reported. 

8t. Christopher. — ^Two weeks ended December 14, 1907. Esti- 
mated population, 49,289. Total number of deaths, 45, including 3 
from tuberculosis.
